Both engines and genera­ 
tors 
are designed for 
an overload * 
capacity of 50 per cent. 
Each engine | 
is equ ipped w ith a Deau independent 
jot condenser. 
Water for condensing 
pu rposes is su pplied by a large m ill 
race throu gh an u ndergrou nd tu nnel 
ru nning u nder the basem ent floor. 
The 2300 volt, three-phase, 25-cycle 
’cu rrent from the generators is led d i­ 
rect to two pairs of 250 k ilow att, air 
blast transform ers which are connect­ 
ed according to tho Scott three-phase 
tw o phase 
system. 
The 
secondary 
[ windings are arranged for two-phase 
operation at 33,000 volts, at which 
potential the cu rrent is delivered to 
the 
transm ission 
lines. 
A ]» air of 
m otor-driven Stu rtevant fans provide ! 
the air necessary to ventilate 
these 
transform ers. 
The generators are separately excited 
by direct cu rrent at 125 volts. 
D u pli­ 
cate exciter generators have been in­ 
stalled, one of which is direct con­ 
nected to a Westinghou se engine, the 
other 
to a W estinghou se indu ction 
motor. 
The sw itchboard controlling panels 
are located in the m ain engine room, 
bu t the switches, transform ers and 
other 
sim ilar 
apparatu s have been 
installed either in the basement or in 
the high-tension chamber. 
The main 
bu s bars are located in the basement 
and are su pported u pon a masonry 
stru ctu re of 
most approved design 
and constru ction. 
Live bars are sepa­ 
rated by barriers of alberine stone.

Green, who died Tu esday m orning of 
a strok e of ajwiplexy w ith which he 
was strick en in his office last week ,

Pau l’s M. E. chu rch, assisted by Rev.

As a tok en of the esteem iu which 
Dr. Green was held by the people of 
Ru shville, the nu m ber of people in a t­ 
tendance completely filled the hou se, 
tfie lawn and lined the street for a 
distance of almost a block each way. 
The procession to the cemetery was 
one of the longest ever seen in this 
city. 
The fu neral 
was held u nder the 
au spices of Frank lin Lodge I. O. O. F. 
and Ivy Lodge K. of P. of which the 
deceased was a member. 
The A rling­ 
ton Lodge I. O. O. F ., of which he 
was 
form erly a member, and 
the 
physicians of the cou nty, members of 
the Ru sh Cou nty Medical society, a t­ 
tended in a body. 
At the time of his death, Dr. Green 
was secretary of the Cou nty Board of 
Health. 
He* was beloved by all who 
k new him, having a tender heart and

It was the story of Bak er’s mesalli­ 
ance with Cou ntess Nau zimow, who 
claimed to belong to the Ru ssian no­ 
bility. and the disclosu re came abou t 
throu gh a letter which she wrote to a 
citizen of Marion, Bak er’s home town. 
She said she fell in love with Bak er 
from some of his Handwriting which 
came to her throu gh docu ments he 
had written for a Ru ssian client. 
She 
was married to him. she said, with 
one of his representatives acting as 
his proxy, in the ceremony which was 
allowed ty the Greek chu rch, with 
which she was allied. 
The report of the affair as given 
later was that she had fallen in love 
with Bak er by correspondence. 
She 
came to America in 18 96 and with 
Bak er went to Madison, where they 
were married after he had represent­ 
ed that he had been divorced from his 
Marion 
wife. 
Later 
investigation 
showed that the divorce su it had been 
filed in the Dak ota cou rt, bu t that the 
decree had never been granted. 
After 
the scandal the cou ntess disappeared 
and Bak er retu rned to his family at 
Marion.

stan d . 
Represen tative Sprin ger an d 
other frien d s of the bill took Bosson 
to task for uD haran gue. 
The en e­ 
mies of tbe kill said such a law could 
n ot be en forced , but it is un d erstood 
that a similar law has stood the test 
in Iowa, practically stoppin g cigarette 
smokin g. 


The house has passed the sen ate 
bill for a state railway commission , 
an d it will n ow become a law. as Gov­ 
ern or Han ly is in thorough sympathy 
with it.

The commission will have the 
authoritv to ad just rates on complain t 
an d arbitrate other m atters between 
the shippers an d the road s, but it is 
pro v ided that either sid e may appeal 
to the appellate court on the question 
of rates

best In the state service.

Baker of Marion , who has represen ­ 
ted the tobacco trust in the lobby 
here through several session s of the 
gen eral assembly. 
Takin g the word 
of Represen tative Baker, who is a 
wealthy an d respected citizen in his 
own 
commun ity, 
the 
committee 
caused a w arran t to be issued im­ 
med iately for Baker. th*> lobbyist, on 
the charge of attempted bribery but 
he could n ot be located last n ight 
an d it is believed he has left the city. 
Baker, the legislator, ex plain ed to 
the house that someon e had han d ed 
him the en velope, but he d eclared 
emphatically that be would n ever re­ 
veal the man ’s n ame. 
He said he 
would be ex pelled first but after a 
half hour before the in vestigatin g 
committee an d the attorn ey gen eral 
he chan ged his min d an d placed the 
charge again st O. A. Baker. 
The house will brook n o d elay in 
the in vestigation . 
An other meetin g 
of the committee was held this morn ­ 
in g 
It is stated at the attorn ey gen ­ 
eral's office that the m atter will be 
taken up In court In a regular way. 
The first ex posure of the attempted 
bribery came d urin g the fin al roll 
call for passage of the an ti-cigarette 
bill when Represen tative Baker open ­ 
ed the letter con tain in g a $100 n ote 
which he said had been given to him 
to vote again st the measure. 
"A member of the tobacco trust 
has been quoted as sayin g that this 
house would n ot pass the bill,” he 
said 
"I d o n ot believe the house can 
be bought by an y trust.

ceived a letter from the tobacco trust 
myself an d here It Is."

Don n ell. by which it was shown that 
the un d er secretary was given ex tra­ 
ord in ary powers an d authorized to ar 
ran ge for co-ord in ation in the con trol 
an d d irection of board s an d ad min is­ 
trative agen cies. 
It was also shown 
that Prem ier Balfour had con curred 
in this arran gem en t.

Chicago. Feb. 23—Dr. William R. 
Harper, presid en t of Chicago Un iver­ 
sity, yesterd ay eftern oor un d erwen t 
a serious surg’cal operation in the 
Presbyterian hospital, which from a 
surgical stan d poin t was a success. 
The patien t rallied splen d id ly from 
the shock, an d tod ay Is in a con d ition 
that gives every promise of an early 
recovery from the effects of the op­ 
eration .

Revolt in the Caucasus Gives Russia 
Additional Anx iety. 
St. Petersburg. Feb. 23.—According 
to reports received from Batoum, ra 
clal disorders in the Caucasus have 
developed into actual revolution in 
the cities ot Batoum. Pati and Kutais, 
at the eastern end of the Black Sea. 
under the lead of Armenians, who 
have set up a form of provincial gov­ 
ernment. 
Telegraphic communication 
has been cut off for several days, and 
It is impossible to secure direct con 
flrmation of these reports; but accord 
lng to authentic advices the Armenian 
faction a few days ago succeeded In 
making prisoners of most of the off! 
cers and shutting up the officers and 
some of the troops in the barracks, 
who, aided to some ex tent by reserv 
Ists, in taking the reins of government 
into their own hands. 
It is known 
that the semi-weekly steam er service 
between Batoum and Odessa has been 
Interrupted, 
and 
until 
telegraphic 
communication is restored informa­ 
tion Is only obtained by way of Con­ 
stantinople. 
The authorities and others familiar 
with conditions In the Caucasus do not 
attach great importance to these re­ 
ports, however, as that region is in a 
continual state of turmoil; and if it is 
true that Armenians have succeeded 
in 
temporarily 
establishing 
them­ 
selves in the towns named. It Is no 
indication of a general revolutionary 
movement, but 3imply another mani­ 
festation of racial feeling between Ar­ 
menians and Tartars. 


W arsaw's Railways Tied Up. 
Warsaw. Feb. 23.—Traffic on the 
Vienna railroad has been suspended, 
the entire force of employes, including 
telegraphers, having Joined the strike. 
Not a single train is leaving W arsaw’s 
great terminus, which is guarded by a 
strong force of gendarmes keeping 
back the crowds clamoring for oppor 
tunities to leave the city. 
The tele­ 
graph and 
telephone services 
also 
have been stopped. 
It is feared the 
employes of the Vistula lines between 
W arsaw and the Austrian and the 
German frontiers will also go out. 


Acted W ithin His Right. 
Paris. Feb. 23.—A semi-official state­ 
ment has appeared relative to the 
work of the international commission 
which has been considering the North 
Sea Incident. 
The commission gives 
no opinion on the question of the 
presence or absence of Japanese tor­ 
pedo boats in the North Sea, declar 
lng merely that the Russian admiral 
believed that his squadron was en­ 
dangered and that he had the right 
under the circum stances to act as 
he did 


Britons Feel Hurt. 
London. Feb, 23.—A strong chord of 
Indignation Is sounded by the Ix >ndon 
daily newspapers today over the semi 
official statem ent relative to the de­ 
cision of the North Sea commission 
giving to Russia the victory, but it is 
stil! hoped that the publication of the 
full tex t of the commission’s report 
may modify the impression produced 
by the preliminary version, which is 
one of intense disappointment.
